NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—The six-clay 
international bicycle race at Madi- 
son Square Garden ends at 10 o'clock 
tonight. 
Unless 
the unexpected 
happens "Teddy" Hale will ^vin first 
prize, smash all previous rècords 
and become king of the long dis- 
tance ridei-s. 
Over 
thii-ty miles 
separated 
Hale from his neatest 
competitor at 3 o'clock. Rice, the 
second man, was over twenty-two 
miles ahead of Foi-ster, the third 
inan, at the same hour, while "Sol- 
dier" Reading was only 
eleven 
miles behind the "Flying Dutch- 
man." Rice is in a bad way and 
miless he keeps to his work he will 
be jmssed by Forster and Reading. 
Schock, winner of the last six-day 
race, has pulled up considerable in 
the last twenty-four liour^s, and at 3 
o'clock was twenty-eight miles ahead 
of his own six-day i-ecord. 


All the riders are making a- very 
slow pace, Hale and Rice evidently 
husbanding their strength for later 
in the day. 
Hale and Rice were go- 
ing an eight-mile gait. The Irish- 
man's condition seemed vastly bet- 
ter than that of his nearest rival, 
who was still thirty miles behind 
and evinced no disposition to nar- 
row the gap.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The spec- 
ial board appointed by Secretary' 
Herbert to investigate the charges 
that plate of inferior quality has 
been furnished for the battle ships 
now building at Newport News, 
will resume its inquiry at that place 
next Monday. 
As far as it has gone 
the inquiry 
indiciates 
that 
the 
amormt of defective plate supplied 
is much larger than was at first sup- 
posed, and that the consequences 
may be very serious in the way of 
delaying the work of construction 
on the battle ships in which the de- 
partment is much interested. 
As it 
is the inquiry has caused the sus- 
pension of work on the hulls of the 
battle ships and 309 workmen have 
been laid off, a disagreeable outlook 
for the Christmas tide. 


The hardship is said to be great 
in the case of the constructing com- 
pany, which has accepted the plate 
upon the report- of the government 
steel inspecting board, and is now 
facing the probability 
of 
being 
obliged to remove a good deal of the 
plating, which has already been 
placed and rivetted, besides being 
under the necessity of suspending 
actual construction. 
It is likely 
that the outcome of the inquiry will 
be a complete change in the present 
inspection systems and if congress 
can be induced to make the neces- 
saiy provisions, a corps of civilian 
expert inspectors will replace the 
naval officers, who are now detailed 
for inspection duty.

' 'Mrs. Charles Stewart Parnell has 
little intercourse with her mother- 
in-law, and her recent declarations 
that her hnsband is still alive can 
not therefore be considered as in 
any way influenced by her aged 
relative. • Nor would they probably 
have been made even now had it 
not been for the fact that Mrs. 
Charles Stewai't Parnell was called 
upon to supply certain documents of 
importance, needed for the compila- 
tion of a biography of her husband, 
written by a prominent membor of 
the Irish party. 


"Mrs. Parnell not only declined 
to give up the document asked for, 
but even expressed the wish that the 
biography should not apijear f or the 
present, as her husband was still 
alive and a resident in South Amer- 
ica. 
She has sent a message of the 
same kind to the committee which 
is raising by popular subscription a 
fund for the erection of a mopument 
over what purports'to be Mi*. Par- 
nell's grave. For, strangely enough, 
no cross or slab marks its site— 
rather an astonishing circumstance 
when it is borne in mind how much 
passionate devotion and loyalty 
were accorded to him up to the very 
last by his wife and his beloved fol- 
lowers. 


"The story is entirely in keeping 
with the romance of the great 
statesman's political career. Few 
persons were initiated into the mys- 
tery of his movements. 
He would 
disappear for weeks together, and 
neither the English police who were 
engaged to clog his footsteps, nor 
even his principal lieutenants and 
most trusted adherents, would know 
" I 


what had become of him. 
His re- 
ported death may, after all, be one 
jof these periodical disai^pearances, 
with the difference that it has lasted 
years instead of merely weeks or 
months. 


"With the exception of his wiiè 
and of his doctor no one was per- 
mitted to see his remains. 
The doc- 
tor who issued the certificate of 
death was an old friend and is now 
dead. 
If Paniell's' 'death 
really 
turns out to be fictitious his disaj)- 
l^earanco was singulai'ly 'well timed. 
His own large fortune had been sac- 
rificed for the cause of his party. 
The finances of the latter were in 
hopeless disorder. 
Vast sums had 
vanished in a mysterious manner, 
and although the writer of these 
lines, a personal acquaintance of Mr. 
Parnell, knows him to have been 
the most scrupulously honest of men 
in all monetary matters, yet it is 
doubtful whether he had kept the 
data and vouchers necessary to dis- 
prove the slanderous charges that 
he had ^squandered the resources of 
his party upon Mrs.', Shaw and heir 
imsavory husband. 


"Moreover, the party was in open 
rebellion against his authority, the 
very men who owed all to him, stich 
as his former secretary, Timothy 
Healy, being most vimlent in their 
denunciations of both himself and 
of the woman who now bears the 
name of Mrs. Charles Stewart Par- 
nell. As they expressed a belief 
that they could get along better 
without him than with him, it is 
quite possible that ho may have de- 
cided to take them at their word 
and to wash his hands of the whole 
business of which, at the last, he 
must, in spite of his ardent patriot- 
ism, have become heartily 
sick. 
How little they have been able to 
get along without him and to dis- 
pense with his strong and desi)otic 
leadershii) is api)arent to anyone 
who has studied the fortunes of the 
Irish party sinc3 his allogocl demise. ' '

He 
really believes' it, toó, aiíd -the surest 
way to wia the, friendship of an ac- 
quaintance is to tell him thfifc you be- 
lieve it also. 


It is thè weakness of pet owners for 
"showipg off" their dumb prodigies 
that the managers of tha pet show are 
to take advantage of. If human nature 
in Chicago is not diSerent from that in 
other places, the exhibition ought to be a 
huge success. Every exhibitor will be 
Sûre to go and drag as many of 
his 
friends along as possible. The spectators 
will be rewarded for the animal prides 
of thousands of domestic circles—pets 
whose cunning ways, great beauty and 
marvelous intelligence have previously 
been obscured by the privacy of their 
existence—will for the first time shine 
in the light of publicity. •

One of the most distinguished felines 
in Chicago is Tootsie, who is owned by 
Miss Frances E. Willard, the 
famous

Tootsie is 
said to be the finest white Angora cat 
in tlie world, and Miss Willard has been 
offered as much as $300 for her, but has 
refused to part w i t h her for any money. 


Another Chicago woman w h o may be 
depended upon to make several

in the cat class is Mrs. 
Clinton 
A. 
Locke, w h o raises and sells cats. 
She 
does not do it for profit, although her 
receipts are sometimes 
large, but she 
devotes the proceeds of all sales to char- 
ity and pursues the business for the love 
of it, 
Mrs". Locke is very proud of her 
skill as a breeder of cats and is careful 
that each one sold by her goes to a good 
home. 


There w i l l be freak cats, too, pussies

toes and even one with five 
legs. 
One man w h o lives in Oak Park, 
Ills., is going to send in a box together 
his tortoise shell cat and an old 
gray 
rat, which is the cat's playfellow and 
constant companion.

A m o n g the various dogs which are to 
be exhibited will be the venerable

ioche, said to be the oldest canine in the 
world. Goloche w a s brought from Rus- 
sia in 1877.

Not So Bad After All. 


Bev. Diaries Scaddiug Finds Billiards and 


Bowling:, Tenais and Baseball Effective 
Agents In Arotislng tlio Interest of the 
Young People of Ills Cong^regation. 


Athletics are orthodox aids to 
evan- 
gelization according to the theory and 
practice of the Rev. Charles 
Scadding, 
rector of Emmanuel 
Episcopal 
church 
at Lagrange, 
Ills. 
His 
parishioners, 
w h o constitute one of the wealthiest and 
most fashionable congregations in that 
handsome little superb of Chicago, evi- 
dently agree w i t h 
him, for he is very 
popular with all classes, and his 
inno- 
vations in church work have been warm- 
ly indorsed. 


Emmanuel church n o longer 
depends 
upon good music, regular services 
and 
occasional ciiurch sociables to retain its 
hold on the young people. 
A reading 
room, a coiaiplete gymnasium, 
shower 
baths and finally a bowling alley add to 
its attractiveness. 
Winter or 
summer 
its doors are never closed before a rea- 
sonably late hour at night. On Sundays 
may be heard the solemn chanting 
of 
the choir, the deep, sonorous tones 
of 
the organ and the measured oratory of 
the rector, but on weekday 
evenings 
these sounds give place to the biff bang 
of boxing gloves, the rattle of foils, the 
low rumble of balls on the long, shining 
alleys, followed by the crash which ac- 
companies a ten strike, shouts of 
"Set 
'em Up again on the other alley!" and 
the lively cries which young people w h o 
are enjoying themselves are likely to 
make use of. 


Perhaps these novel church furnish- 
ings would cause some comment on the 
part of those w h o are apt to regard such 
edifices as sacred and solemn places, but 
the congregation of E m m a n u e l church 
was gradually prepared for such innova- 
tions and has come to look upon 
them 
as the usual 
and proper adjuncts for 
fighting 
the sinful allurements of 
the 
outside world. 


Rev. Charles Scadding, the m a n w h o 
has educated his flock up to the 
pitch 
where tenpins and flying rings are con- 
sidered appropriate for evangelical pur- 
poses, is a graduate of Trinity 
college, 
Toronto. 
H e has held pastorates in To- 
ledo, Buffalo and N e w York. 


When 
ho 
went 
to 
Lagrange, 
he 
found that the young men and women 
of his flock had but little place iu the

church work. 
To make them feel that 
they had a real church lioine was his ob- 
ject from the 
first. 
Ho began by going 
into the tenuis court and proving 
his 
skill w i t h the racket. 
The b ^ s 
soon 
found that he was a first class uaseball 
player and that he had few peers when 
it came to performing on the horizontal 
bar. 


Gradually he established a 
reading 
room and a trymnasium. 
The last is a 
roomy, 
pleasant, 
well 
lighted 
floor, 
which was equipped at an expense 
of 
$500 w i t h a U kinds of athletic appara- 
tus. 
Funds for its foundation 
were 
originally provided by the sale of 
life 
memberships at $50 each and by associ- 
ate 
and active memberships 
ranging 
from 
to $10 a year. Those w h o make 
an annual subscription of $5 are given 
keys to the gymnasium and allowed to 
use it at any hour of the day or evening, 
w h i l e those w h o hold $2 
member-ships 
are allotted certain convenient hours in 
which to make use of the Indian clubs, 
parallel bars and other apparatus 
for 
physical development. 
An instructor of 
athletics is also employed to give lessons 
to evening classes, which may be enter- 
ed without extra charge. 


Nearly 200 youug men have become 
members o:P the gymuasiuni, 
and 
in- 
stead of being an expense it has been 
found that the fees, together with 
the 
receipts from various 
entertainments, 
provide more than enough money to pay 
all the bills of this department of church 
work. 
When it was proposed to put iu 
bowling alleys .some time ago, a novel 
method of rai.siiig money was adopted. 
Dr. Scadding called it an "election par- 
ty; " a n d 
the name was an appropriate 
one. 
On the night of the recent presi- 
dential election the managers^of the en- 
terprise had made all the neces.sary ar- 
rangements for announcing the returns. 
Wires had been run into the guildroom, 
operators enfïaged and tlïe bulletins read 
as they were clicked oiï the in.struments. 
An admission of 25 cents was charged, 
and the receipts were further 
swelled 
by the serving of refreshments by the 
ladies. The affair v.'a.s a big success, and 
when the accounts were settled the di- 
rectors of tlie gymnasium 
found 
that 
thej' had money enough to put iu the 
bowling alley right away. 


T w o years of experience with 
the 
gymnasium has made the admirers 
of 
Rector Scaddiiifz ciitlra.siastic over the 
pos.sibilitie.s of thi.s kind of church work 
and has led them to take the 
broad 
ground 
that any form of 
amu-sement 
suitable for i» Christian homo i.s jiut too 
worldly 
to be indulged 
in under the 
church roof.

Judge Krauk Doster Is an Interesting Fig- 
ure In Kansas Politics. 


The election of a socialist as 
chief 
justice of the supreme court of 
Kansas 
has aroused widespread 
interest 
and 
been the cause of much comment. 
There 
is no doubt that Judge Frank 
Doster, 
the gentleman iu question, is a man of 
pronounced socialistic tendencies. 
He 
has been prominent iu Kansas 
politics

for six years and in a number of exciting 
campaigns has declared his views iu no 
uncertain 
words. 
He 
i.s, however, an 
able lawyer, a deep student and has a 
large following of enthusiastic support- 
ers as well as some active enemies. 


Judge Doster is a native of Virginia. 
When the civil war broke out, he was 
a mere boy and was living iu 
Indiana. 
He enlisted 
in the Union 
army 
from 
that state. Early in the seventies he set- 
tled in Kansas and began 
the 
practice 
of law in Marion, where he still i-esides. 
U n t i l 
1888 he was affiliated w i t h the 
Republican party, but was always inde- 
pendent in his views, and when 
the 
Farmers' Alliance movement was 
first 
started he joined the new party, acting 
as its legal adviser. 
During 
the 
cam- 
paign of 1890 he was the Populist candi- 
date for district attorney, having 
pre- 
viously been elected district judge. 


It was in the course of this campaign 
that Judge Dof^er made some speeches 
which 
were considered 
startling 
and 
radical by his opponents. In one speeech, 
which caused more comment than 
any 
of the others, he said : 


"The only law which the user of cap- 
ital is bound to observe is that 
l a w 
which finds its origin, end and sanction 
in himself—the law of self interest. 
I 
have asserted that the rights of a user 
of a thing were pai'amount to the rights 
of its owner. 
You, as the user of a ma- 
chine or as the reader of a book, have 
greater rights in the same than the in- 
ventor or the.author has." 


Judge Doster was defeated by 
the 
combined vote of the Republicans and 
Democrats, but in the recent campaign 
he scored a victory. 
Besides being a so- 
cialistic leader, Judge 
Doster is the ac- 
knowledged champion of woman's rights 
in Kansas and has done much for 
the 
cause. 


A G R E A T SWEDISH PAINTER.

Anders Zorn, the great Swedish paint- 
er w h o is now traveling in this country, 
is here, it is said, on business, having a

he made while serving as Swedish com- 
missioner to the World's fair. 


Mr. Zorn is not only the greatest art- 
ist Sweden has produced during the cen- 
tury, but he is one of tho leading por- 
trait painters of the world.

born about o(i years ago iu Mora, prov- 
ince of Dalarne, in the central part of 
Sweden. His parents were poor peasants, 
but at an early age he showed signs 
of

neighboring village, to which he gained 
admittance through the influence of

friend of the family.

T h e cruiser has beeu named the Wil- 
liam McKinley, in honor of the

dent elect. 
It is 87 feet long and 9 feet 
wide, and its wheels are made to fit the 
rails of any standard gauge electric road 
in the country. 
Its foundation is a flat 
car, and on this has beeu constructed the 
novel superstructure. It does not depend 
upon the trolley wire for its 
motive 
power, for it is equipped with 
two 
30 
horsepower electric motors and a Bemis 
truck, so it could travel in any direction 
as far as rails of the right gauge could 
be found. 


F A T H E R OF W E S T VIRGINIA. 


rrancis H. Plerpont, AVho Bears That Ti- 
tle, Still I.lves. 


There is still 
living 
in the 
little 
mountain town of Fairmont, W . Va., 
at the advanced age of 88, but still as 
bright and aggressive as ever, Francis 
H. Pierpont, the man w h o ia 
known 


FIÍAXCIS H. PIEKPONT. 
throughout the state as "the father of 
West Virginia. " An unquestioned right 
to the title has Mr. Pierpont. 
H e was 
the man w h o had most to do with keep- 
ing that part of the state of Virginia 
out of the Confederacy, and he was the 
first 
governor of the state which w a s 
formed out of the loyal counties. 


As a youth Mr. Pierpont w a s a stu- 
dent at Alleghany college, and in 
time 
became a practicing lawyer in Marion 
county. As-early as 1848 he took up the 
cause of abolition and stumped the state 
for Zachary Taylor on that issue. When 
the Confederacy was formed, 
it 
was 
Pierpont w h o was responsible for 
the 
convention 
held by representatives 
of 
the we.stern counties, at which they de- 
cided against sece.ssion. When the older 
part of the state went over to the south- 
ern cau.'-e, an election 
was held, and 
Mr. Pierpont was cho-sen governor. Soon 
after this ho was given authority 
by 
President Lincoln 
to raise troops, and 
ho responded 
by sending several 
regi- 
ments to the front. 


In 1863, 
when 
West Virginia 
was 
formally admitted to the Union 
as 
au 
antislavery 
state. 
Governor 
Pierpont 
was re-elected. 
The part he played in 
the war was a most important one, and 
he was the central fígaro of m a n y a stir- 
ring drama '^hat wa.s cuacted 
in 
those 
exciting 
times. 
Years ago the veteran 
soldier stati -sman re.signed the affairs of 
the state wliose existence he is largely 
re.'spoiisilile for into younger liands, but 
he still 
remains one of the mo.«t pic- 
ture.sque and interesting 
characters 
in 
that region.

Jenny Lind Sang and Where Millions 
of Iminiirrant.s First Set Foot on the 
AintTicaii .Sliore. 


After four years of experhiienting New 
York's aquarium is all ready for tho pub- 
lic and from now ou will take it.s place as 
one of the things which the visitor to tho 
metropolis will feel that it ia absolutely 
neoesaary to see. 
New Yorkers are well 
repaid for thnj time and niouey that have 
been spent on this public enterprise,-for 
they uow liave au aquarium which is ono 
of the iiuest to he found anywhere iu the 
world, and which, as its collections are en- 
riched from year to year, will undoubtedly 
take first place before a decade has passed. 


On tho very tip end of the southerly part 
of Manhattan Island the aquarium is lo- 
cated, and its home is in one of the oklesti 
and most historic buildings in the big city. 
It is housed within the walls of what was 
once known as Castle Garden, a structure 
wliose varied fortunes are intimately con- 
nected with the history of New York for 
the past century. 


When tlio circular walls of Castle Garden 
were raised iu 1807, they were built on 
foundations which were simkin the waters 
of the upper bay 300 yards from the shore. 
The government designed it for a fort, and 
it was first called Castle Clinton. 
In 182.3 
li-.o necessity which had iiastened the build- 
ing of Castle Clinton had passed, and it 
was of no furfelier use as a fortress, so it 
was ceded to the city. 
Then tJio space be- 
tween the shore and the island was flllod 
in, and the land thus inade was added to 
Battery park. 


It was in 1834 that the structure cama 
to be known as Castle Garden. 
It was 
leased to private individuals, who trans- 
formed the interior of tho old fortress into 
an elaborate beer garden and concert halL 
After awhile it became known as a play- 
Jiouse, and later was the earliest home of 
grand opera in this country. 
It was there 
that .Tenny Lind first sang and many oth- 
er favorites, now almost forgotten, ap- 
peared. 


In 1855 the Garden was turned into a 
depot for the reception of immigrants, and 
during the next 35 years of its existence 
was ono of the most celebrated buildings 
in America. 
In 1870 the interior was gut- 
ted by fire, but the solid stone walls were 
not damaged in the least. 
In 1890 the 
Garden was again vacant. 
For awhile it 
was occupied by the naval reserve, but in 
1893 the city again took charge of the 
structure and began the work of trans- 
forming it into an aquarium. 
It has cost 
more than $200,000 to do the work, and 
the aquarium is not yet complete, 
but 
enough of it has been finished to make a 
very interesting exhibition. 


The interior of the old fortress has un- 
dergone a wonderful change. 
The bare, 
barnlike space has been arranged after the 
Romanesque style, the great dome, 50 feet 
in diameter, being suppoi'ted by a double 
row of arclies, which rest in turn on mass- 
ive colunms. 
The general color is pure

white, but some hue effccts in subdued 
tones and of 
appropriate designs 
have 
been added to the capitals and frieze. 


l!i the center of tlie main lioor, directly 
under tho dome, is the great pool, 38 feet 
in diameter and 6 feet deep, which is to be 
the home of a white whale that has not 
yet been captured. 
Surrounding this, but 
outside the central colonnado, are sis small- 
er pools, each of svhich is 38 feet long by 
11 feet wide and 3 feet in depth. 
Around 
the interior run the gallerie.s. Under them 
is a row of wall tanks. 


The large pools on the ground floor will 
be best viewed from the galleries, although 
the visitor may walk to their very edge. 
They will be filled with the larger marine 
animals, such as seals, porpoises and tur- 
tles; and with such smaller inhabitants of 
the deep as cau live in harmony wif?li 
thorn. 
The pools are lined with white 
porcelain tijp»^ over which marine plants 
trail grace'' .ly. 


aiuch attention has been given to tho 
proper lighting of the building. 
This is 
one of the most serious problems that had 
to be solved. 
Too much light, as was 
found after expensive experimenting, kill- 
ed tho fish and promoted plant life in the 
tanks to too great an extent, while too lit- 
tle light would make tho aquarium useless 
for the purpo.se for which It was meant. 
The floor tanks are now lighted by hooded 
windows in the dome, and from the gal- 
leries above every inch of the bottom can 
bo plainly seen. 
The wall tanks are ar- 
ranged even better forob.servingthe move- 
ments of the finny captives, for the light 
reaches the spectator from the other side of 
the tanks through the glass sides. 


The lower wall tanks are from 5 to 8 
feet wide and -1 feet deep, while those of 
the upper tier are from 3 to a feet wide and 
of the same depth. 
On ono side of the 
building tlie tanks are filled with fresh wa- 
ter, and on tho other side with salt water, 
thus dividing the two great species of fish. 
Beside each tank is a tablet on which arc 
printed the names, scientific and common, 
of tho fishes it contains, a few remarks as 
to their habits and a colored plate of each 
specimen, so that tho exhibition will bo 
most instructive as well as entertaining. 


The fresh water used in the tanks 
is 
taken from tho city aqueducts, while the 
' salt water is pumped up from a tido well 
I which was sunk under tho foundations of 
the building. 
There aro now in the tanks 
about 70 varieties of fishes, and othors aro 
constantly being added. 
An attempt iias 
been made lir.st to show a complete collec- 
tion of varieties native to American wa- 
ters, and after this is dono foreign speci- 
mons and strange varieties will be jicquired 
from time to time.

A HISTORIC ESTATE. 


The Man Wlio Das Sir. Bryan Uadei Con- 
tract to tecture. 


V. E. McBee, the man who is reported 
to have securcd tho signature of William 
J. Bryan to a contract according to the 
terms of wiiii-h tho defeated presidential 
candidate ia to deliver a series of 50 lec- 
luresfor $50,000 is one of the most unique 
and best known character.'? in the south. 
He is tho general superintendent of the 
Seaboard Air Line system of railway-s. As 
a railroad man he is universally regarded 
as a very succes.sful ono. In fact, he has a 
reputation of jnaking a success of almost 
everything whicli he • goes into, and so 
much faith exists in his good judgment 
that he has already received an oflfer of 
$35,000 bouus for his contract with Mr. 


v . E. M'BEE. 


Bryan. So sure is he, however, thnt he has 
a good thing, he claims to have refused the 
offer and says ho intends to carry the eu- 
terpri.sa through himself. 


All through tho southern states McBee 
is known as "Bunch" McBee, and he Is 
popularly supposed to spend his time en- 
tertaining southern legislators who show 
evidence of 
a patriotic desire to make 
things lively for xailxoads in general and 
the Seatioard Line iu particular. Just now 
his headquarters aro in Atlanta, and he 
says that his present relations with law- 
makers are purely social. 


As a boy McBee served in the Confeder- 
ate army, and was in the ranks under 
Longstreey when tho latter made his fa- 
mous charge at Gettysburg. 
Among the 
many stories in 
which 
McBee 
figures 
prominently is one concerning the much 
discusscd question among inilitary author- 
ities as to the length of that particular 
charge. Some declare that it was only half 
a mile, while others hold that ic was three- 
quarters. 
When McBee was once asked to 
give his opinion, ho answered, so the etory. 
runs: 


"Half a mile! 
Why, it was fully ten 
miles, and I can prove it by any man who 
made tho charge and was under fire the 
whole distance." 


All sorts of good stories are told about 
ZdcBee, and most of them illustrate his 
reinarkablo force of character and tho di- 
rect, blunt way which he takes of getting 
to the bottom of thiug.s. 
Ho is tlie person- 
iiication of energy, and perhaps this makes 
him .something of an unique character in 
the south.

Pennsylvania was built for business, and 
will carry immense cargoes of merchandise 
across the ocean every trip, as well as 
thousands of passengers. While the Penn- 
sylvania is not quite so large a boat as 
was tho Great Eastern, the biggest vessel 
that ever wgfs and probably over will be 
launched, she can (tarry about as big a load 
as cotdd the'Great Eastern, for the latter 
drew so much water that when she was 
loaded to the water line she could not enter 
either the port of New York or Philadel- 
phiii.

(V^ilUam Penu Sold It to Bichard Stock, 
ton In 1701, and It Has Passed ThrousIiL 
the Hands of 3[any P r o m i n ^ t 
Peopl*. 
Description of the Hou.se. 


Modest, iinimpoáing and somewhat old 
fashioned, but roomy, pleasant and coi¿- 
fortablo, is the hojne in Princeton, N. J., 
to which Pre.<3ident Cleveland will retire 
wiien his present stay at the White House 
is iini.shed—plenty of big, high windows 
to let in tho sun iu Avinter; long, wide ve- 
randas, which will t"® '""ol in summer; 
spacious grounds for the little 
Misses 
Cleveland to romp and play about, and a 
high hedge to furnish the privacy which 
-Mr. Cleveland has so assiduously cultivat- 
ed. 
These are spine of the advantage.«» 
which probably influenced the president in 
selecting his now home-

The property ïii qtiesiion is part of the 
original 
Mo^ven-Stbc'kton estate, which 
was <?ne of those, large parcels of land so 
commonly conveyetl to individuals during 
colonial days. 
When 
Richard 
ïitockton 
bought it of William Penn in 1701, it con- 
sisted of 5,OO0 acres/ and he paid $54,000 
for it. 
But in lesa than âOO years there 
has been such a gradual boom in Prince- • 
ton real estate that for only five acres, in- 
cluding the house,\President 
Cleveland, 
had to pay nearly as. much as was giveif 
for thé whole tract in Penn's day. 


Richard Stockton died in 1709, leaving 
six sons, one of whoih, .Tohu by name, 
was the founder of an. illustrious family. 
John Stockton's son Bichard was a greal, \ 
^ 
lawyer, and his son llobert was the fnicous: 
commodore of that name. 
Thè commó- 
dore'a sons, too, tiirned out to tie men of 
uo common stamp, one being tlie Idte"" 
Richard Stockton ^f Princeton, anotbèlr-'-' 
Attorney General .Tohu P. iStockton and , 
a third General Robert R 
Stockton of • 
Trenton. 


Nearly all of these famous StocktonaJ 
lived on the estate at sòme time or othe 
and the famous conunodore himself huJ 
the house which the president is to occupy. 
It was constructed in 1854. and the com- ; 
modore afterward 
presented jt 
to bis , 
daughter, who had mniTicil the'Rev. Wil- 
liam Dodd, a prominent rector of the Epls- - 
copal church. 
From her i!; passed into thè 
hands 
of 
Colonel 
Sam 
Stockton, 
her 
nephew and a grandson of the old Commo- 
dore. 
He in turn spiti it to Mrs. Slidéll^ 
the widow of Judge TÎionîas rflideJl of tho 
suprema court of Lioui.siaua. 
Mr.s. SlJdell., ' 
bought the property about 20 years ago»>'f' 
and when she loft alioiita month ago for a' 
trip to Europe she placed the property ott-' - 
salo.

In spite of having withstood tho rack 
and tear of more than 40 years tho house 
is well preserved and iu good repair, for it - 
was built in a solid, substantial style, and 
wa.s put up to last pjg[t a century, Avhich it 
will probabiy do, 
TÌi^,. walls are of thick 
stono blocks, w|th^,ati, outer layer o f ce- 
ment, harder 6x ^this time than stone it- 
self, and lined to represent the blocks, 
which it^covors.

There are twd^tories and a half t o t b ê - 
house, and on three ii^des-ex tend the spa-- 
cious voraudas, the/ropfs of vvhlch açe sup-' 
ported by Nvhito piïiârs, whicli give a CQ- - 
lonial efifect. '.T'here is not a bow window, 
nor an priol, nor â, tower anywhere about; 
the structure. 
•Thè interior arrangomeàt 
is as severely ^mple as the exterior. 
Step- 
ping into the ' pUIar^ front doorway the 
visitor finds hinisélf in a broad hallway, 
which extends cleàr through to the back 
door. 
The first room on the right is rho 
library, immedwtelv.behind which is the 
apartinent infcemïeti for the dining room. 
On the other side of the hallway there ia 
but one large room, which Mrs. Cleveland 
will doubtless convertì into a parlor. 
On 
the second lloor âreiÛTe big rooms, and iu 
the half storv alipv« are qoarters for the 
servants and a billiard room. 


As the house Is aO bv 50 feet, it will be 
seen that the toùìxì» must be of ample size. 
The ceilings ol^ tl ^ llrt.t and second floor 
are about 12 feet lifglj 
In the rear there 
is an L additlop, îif which are the kitchen 
and other rdCiihs necessary to the domestic 
economy of the house. 
In each of the 
rooms lu the main portion of the house 
there is an open fireplace, and one of them 
has a marble mantel handsomely carved. 
Tho house is heated by steam. 


Abcmt 200 feet from the house is the sta- 
ble, in which are stalls for four horses and 
room for as many carriages. 
Nearby is a 
little house for a coachman and gardener, 
and there is a stpnc laundry ; also u little 
stone house intended to be u.sed for stor- 
ing edibles during hot weather. 


The five acres which siuround the house 
are dotted here and therewith pine and • 
cedar trees. 
A hedge of box which cau 
probably lie trimmed into quite respectable 
shape 
runs 
arotuid 
two 
sides of 
the 
grounds, and across tho back is a ijicket 
iron fence, which needs painting. There are 
winding walks about which Ruth alid 
Esther and Marion may run and lots of op-' 
portunities for hanging swings and ham- 
mocks. 
.Before President Cleveland leaves 
the White House his Jersey residence will 
probably be tjionnighly overliaided aîul 
perhaps remodeled. His summer residence 
on Buzzards bay he will 'keep, for thero 
no ilsliing anywhere around Princeton, and 
lishing is something which ilr. Cleveland 
could not well get along without.

Follow- 
ing in the footsteps of Dr. luJi Maolareu

Scotch dialect ijtorics to us, comc.-i Mr. Mc- 
Hugh, with the miibitious intontion of 
Organizing tiio Goveral hundred thousand

It is-a big contract which Organizer Mc- 
Hugh has undertaken, for the men whom 
ho Jjopea to bring into one grand federa- 
tion aro of iuany races.

Tho Intcruational Federation,

in that city, but all along the continental 
seaboard. 
Then it was decidcd to make 
nn' attempt to obtain tho co-operation of 
the American workers in tho samo lines. 
That is why Mr. McHugh is here now. 
. Ho does not intend to lejivo until ho hag 
niado a determined effort to extend his 
: «rganizatiou to every river, lako aud sea- 
port in the United States and Canada. 


Beginning his work in New York, Mr. 
McHugh has mot with considerable suc- 
, ÓOSS. aud his agents iu various other ports 
havo also been at work. ,, Unions have 
beesn formed in Boston, New York, Pliila- 
< dolphia, Providence, Portland, Chicago, 
Milwaukee, 
Buffalo, New Orleans and 
severa] ports on tlie Pacific roast. 


The scope of tho organization is broad 
! enough to cover all trades connected in any 
• way with shipping, and any man engaged 
in water traffic of any sort, whether ha 
lives in tho fo'castle or stays ashore, is 
elegible to inombershlp.. The most im- 
portant part of the membership is cspect- 
; ed to be the longshoremen wlio load and 
tinload 
tho great 
Atlantic 
freighters. 
-When they are tli.oroughly organized on 
botJi sides of tho wáter, it will bo possible 
for tlas federation to make demands which

It is also known as the 
"value for value" theory. 
The idea is es- 
tremely simple, is put in operation with 
' 
much less trouble tiian a strike aud is 
St ' , much easier to sustain. For instance, if a 
' demand of a raise from 02,25 to $2.50 a 
ey , . flay should be made and refused, then, in- 
^ H r stead of all hands going but on a strike, 
-.the"ca canny" would be put inoperation, 
and each laborer, according to his own 
' 
Judgment, would endeavor to givo only 
worth of his services each day until 
tho rato was paid. 
In other words, ho 
would give "valuo for value" and would 
I; 
intimate that when he got better pay his 
•employer would get-t)ctter work. 
This is 
what would bo called shirking or "soldier- 
lag":in this country, and it remains to be 
seen how tho scheme will work. 
; When Itlr. McHugh. began by telling 
New York longsiioremeii that their wages 
were too low and that they wero tho vic- 
tims of many petty injustices, ho was en- 
thusiastically received, for there is no 
doubt that the longshoremen are uuder- 
,paid. 
They work nine liours a day for 
about $2.50, and if they could be sure of' 
. an aggregate of S15 a week they might not 
conjplain, but they are hired by the hour, 
I and tho work comes very irregularly. 
No 
laborer knows when one job is finished 
when he will get another. It may be in an 
hour, and he may be idle for days. 
He 
simply stands on a street corner near t])e 
docks and waits until a boss stevedore 
comes around to make up a crow. 
If Jjo 
has incurred the displeasure of the boss, 
ho does not get a job, until the next one 
•>comes around. 
In addition to this, the 
longshoremen claim that the timekeepers 
cheat them out of half an hour's work or 
KO every day, and they hava no chance to 
appeal or remedy tho fault. 


Tiiere are none of the tricks of the trade 
that Mr. McHugh himselS docs not know, 
for ho has worked oix the docks Iñmseif. 
Ho was horn in Scotland about 40 years 
ago, and as a young man did longsliore- 
man's work along tlje (jla.'sgow wharfs. 
Then ho shipped as a sailor, and visited all 
quarters of tho globo. 
But ho h:id an am- 
bition above the forecastlc and contrived 
to educato himself. 
He was ioon recog- 
nized among his fellovv's as a well posted 
jnan, a clear tliinker aud a ready speaker. 
He became prominent in tiie National Fed- 
eration of Ship, Dock and River Workers 
and was the flrsc one to propose making it 
an iutornational organization.

Past«ur'a Interesting Exporiincmis and Dis- 
coveries Witli Microbes. 


It was natural that Pasteur should 
desire to knoAV how tho microlios 
which he showed to h;> tho eiv^enlial 
cause.s of tho various iermoiitiilions 
itook their origin. 
It was at tli-it p;-- 
,riod a prcvalont notio,n, even among 
many eminent naturalists, tliat .such 
humble and minute beings originat- 
ed de novo in decomi-)osing org-riiic; 
substances, the doctrine of 
."^p. Jiitii- 
inoous generation, 
which hcis bo en 
chased successively I'rom vnriotis p i- 
sitions which it once occupied aniorjg 
creatures visible to the nal:e;l eye, 
'Iiaving taken its last 
\7hore 


the objects of study Vv^ere of such 
minuteness that 
their habits 
and 
iMstory were correspomTingiy diirl- 
cult to trace. Here ag.un Pasteur ¡:t 


once saw as ir by instinct on which 
sido the truth lay, and perceiving its 
immense importance lie thre^v him- 
self with ardor into its demonstra- 
tion. 


I m a y describe briefly one class of 
experiments 
which 
ho 
performed 
with this object. He c-hargeda series 
of narrow necked glass liasks vvilha 
decoction Oi ye;ist, a liq"aid ])oculiar- 
ly liable to alteration on exposure to 
air. Having boilixl tlie liquid in each 
flask 
to 
kill any livirig germs it 
might contain he sealed its n-x-k v.-ith 
a blovqiipe during ebullitioji, after 
wliicli, the flask beiTig- allowed to 
cool, tho steam within condensed, 
leaving- a vacuum a-oave tlio liquid. 
If, then, the neck of the ikisk Avero 
broken in any localiLy, the air 
at 
that particular place would rush in 
to till the vacuiim, carrying with it 
any living microbes that might bo 
floiiting in it. 


Tho neck of the flask having been 
again sealed, any germs so intro- 
duced would in due timo manifest 
their presence by develoijing in the 
clear liquid. When any of sueji a se- 
ries of flasks wero opened and reseal- 
cd in an uninhabited room, or under 
the treos of a forest, multitudes of mi- 
nuto living forms mado their 
iippciir- 
ance in them, but if this was done in 
a cellar, long xmused, where the sus- 
pended organisms, like other dust, 
might be expected to have fallen to 
the ground, the decoction remained 
perfectly clear and unaltered. 
Tho 
oxygen and other gaseous constitu- 
ents of tho atmosphere wero 
thus 
shown to bo incapable of inducing 
any organic development in yeast 
water. 


Such is a sample of the many well 
devised espsriments by which ho 
carried to most minds the conviction 
that, as ho expressed it, " l a genera- 
tion spontanee 
est une 
chimcre," 
and that tho humblest 
and 
most 
minuto living organisms can only 
originate by parentage from bomgs 
like 
themselves., 
Pasteur 
pointed 
out 
the 
enormous 
importance 
of 
these humble organisms in tho econ- 
omy of nature. It is by their agency 
that the dead bodies of plants and 
animals are resolved into simpler 
compounds fitted for assimilation by 
new living forms. Without their aid 
the world would be, as Pasteur ex- 
pressed it, encombre de cadavres. 
They are essential not only to our 
well being, but to our very exist- 
ence. 
Similar microbes must have 
discharged tho same necessary func- 
tion by removing refuse and pro'vud- 
ing food for generations of XDlants 
and animals during the past periods 
®f the world's history, and it is in- 
teresting to think that organisms as 
simple as can well be conceived to 
have existed when life first appeared 
upon our globe have in all probabil- 
ity i^ropagated the same lowly but 
most 
useful 
ofcspring during' tho 
ages of geologica^l; time.-^Sii\ Jose^^

For that he was 
awarded a siJ ."cr medal and projiioted frojji 
patrolman to roundsman. 
Sergeant Gan- 
non's friends estimate that at least 50 peo- 
ple owe their lives to his bravery. 


Equally thrilling, but of a widely differ- 
ent kind, arc some of the rescues made by 
Foreman Daniel J. Meagher of Hook and 
Ladder comi)any No. 
and for which he 
deserves to bo called ono of the bravest 
men in tho New York fu'o department. 
It 
was in 1877 that ho made his most heroic 
rescue. 
The four story building at iJS 
East Fourteenth street was burning. 
A 
woman was partly banging out of a top 
story window. .A 42 foot bidder w-as placed 
against tho wall, but was ten feet too 
short. Captain Meagher ordered it carried 
to tlie top step of the house stooj) and held 
there bj* firemen while Fireman Flood tried 
to ascend. 
Ho fell and injured himself. 


Tho fearless captain did not wait fop a 
subordinate to take his place, but .scaled 
the ladder himself. 
IE lacked Roveral feci; 
of i-eaching the window from which tho 
woman h.ung, aud because of the copin^i: 
above the lower windows projected fully 
two feet from the building. 
Standing on 
the next to the top round of the swaying 
ladder and grasping the side pole with ono 
hand, ho ordered the woman to hold her 
body rigid aud jump. She did .so and was 
caught in the captain's strong left ¿irm aud 
passed to Flood, who, despite his serious 
injuries, hiul followed his captain up tho 
ladder. 
For this act of singularly well 
planiicd and dutermined heroism Mcaghoi* 
was awarded a medal in 1878 and iias ever 
since maintained his reputation for hero- 
ism. 


About as good a test as a man's nerve 
can be put to is to have to face tho ilro 
from a revolver in a desiierado's hands.

From time to timo lie was given a fresh 
coat of varnish, and thus was jnade to last 
nesu'ly 14 ye:'.r,s.

15. '-My si.n, if thino heart h^^ wise, my 
heart shall rejoice—<>ven n!Ín(\ " in lisl.'ii- 
ing to this fatlu'r entre;!ting bis son we 
mus." think of our Hea'.cnI.v Fatlier en- 
treating His ohikhvn, for all tho love (jf 
parent.s to cliildron is but th(! faintest shad- 
ow of tlio love of our Father iuluîavcu. As 
pliysically, so sjiirittially, tin' lieart is ov- 
orything, and without a healthy heart the 
body cannot liavo pcrfect health, so with- 
out a new lieiirb wo cantiot havo spiritual 
health. 
Out of tiio heart are the is.=;nes of 
lifo (l^rov. iv, 2:;). 
Out of tho abundance 
of tb.ehcarl tho mouth spoaketh (Math, xii, 
34). Out of i hi.' heart proceed evil thoughts 
and all luicleanne.ss, for it is desperately 
wicked (xMatii. xv, 1ÍI; Jer. xvii, 1Ü). 


10. "Yoa, my veins shall rejoice, when 
thy lips spc:ik riglit thing.s. " 
Tho sub- 
stance of our conversation indicates the 
condition of our heart, aud if we thought 
of this we might be moro careful of our 
words. 
The I^ord looks upon the heart, 
and not only r,o, but upon tlie imagination 
of the thoughts of the heart (I Sara, xvi, 
7; I Chron. xxviii, 9), and perhaps this 
may help ns to understand'"tho veins." 
Parents may well rejoico in their inmost 
being when tiicir children epeak right 
thing.s. 


17. ''Let not thino heart envy siiiners, 
hut bo thou in tho fear of the Lord all tho 
daylong." 
A new heart is a iieart in 
whicJi God dvvolls; it is put in us by God 
Himself that Ho alone may occupy it. 
It 
is a new spring to our actions, words raid 
thoughts, a new motive for everything, 
even (îod \yoricing in us those things which 
are pleasing in His sight. 
Stich a heart 
will not envy sinners, but will rejoico in 
tho Lord alway, mid, abiding iu His love, 
í5atisried witii His goodness, will fear to 
grieve Him lest it lo.so this fellowship, 
"which is heaven on earth. 


IS. "For surely there is an end, or re- 
ward, and thino expectation shall not be 
cut off." 
Seo this repeated in cliapter 
xxiv, 14, and add .Tor. xxix, 11, " I know 
the thoughts I think toward j'ou," .saith 
tlie Lord, "thoughts of peaco and not of 
evil, to give you an end and expectatioîi. " 
Tho expectation of the rettirn of Christ, and 
tho righteousness that shall then be seen, 
tho wrongs th.at shall be righted, and the 
glory that shall bO reveiiled, is tho most 
helpful trtith which I as a redeemed soul 
liavo over eeon. 
Uo not tho words "end, " 
"reward," "expectation," all point toit? 
Well has it been written, "Ho that hath 
this hope in Him, pui-^lleth himself oven as 
He is pure" (I John iii, 3). 


19. "Hear thou, my son, and bo wise, 
and guide thine lieart in the way." 
Our 
Lord said, "Bo wise as serpents and harm- 
less as doves" (Math, x, 16). And in Jas. 
iii, 17, we read of tho nature of true v< is- 
ilom, that it is 'Tirsfc pure, then peaceable, 
gentío and easy to bo intreated, full of 
mercy and good frtiits, without partiality, 
aud without hypocricy. " 
Surely this is 
none other t'-'an Christ Himself, and as to 
tlie way, there is none btit He. 
Ho is wis- 
dom, and" Ho is the way, and Christ in us 
is tho hope of glory, the glory which recti- 
fies our life here aud purifies from all nn- 
cleanness. 


20. "Bo not among wine bibbers; among 
riotous eaters of flesh. " This sort of thing 
lîelongs to tlio wisdom of earth, which is 
sensual and dovilish (Jas. iii, 15). 
The 
kingdom of God is not meat and drink, 
but riglitcousncss and peace aud joy in the 
Holy Ghost (Kom. xiv, 17). The word for 
the believer is " B e not drtink with wine, 
but be filled with the Spirit" (Eph. v, 18). 
Any method of reform short of that which 
looks to a new heart, a new fountain with- 
in, will prove unavailing. 
Tho old nature 
is incttrably corrupt in the sight of God 
(Rom. viii, 7), and though it may be made 
moral and somewhat temperate, it never 
can enter tho kingdom. 
Only that which 
is born from above can enter (John iii, 3, 
margin). 


21. " For the drtinkard and tho glutton 
shall como to poverty, and drowsine.ss 
shall clothe a man with rags. " 
Whatever 
may become of the drunkard as to this life 
it is written that drunkards cannot inherit 
tho kingdom (I Cor. vi, 10). 
As to tho 
gltîtton he was, according to law, to be 
stoned with stones (Dent, xxi, 20, 21). 


23. ' ' Hearken unto thy father that begat 
thee and despise not thy mother when she 
is old. " One would thinic such commands 
wholly unnecessary if we did not know the 
wickedness of the htiman heart, but God, 
who knows the heart, has written it. 
Let 
each one ask him.self, "Am I clean before 
God in this matter?" 
Then how much 
more should wo hearken to Him who has 
of His own will begotten us witli tho word 
of truth (Jas. i, IS), who pitioth like a fa- 
ther and comforts as a mother (Ps. ciii, 13; 

Ixvi, 18), v,'ho says, "Inclino Jkiur enr 
and como unto me, hear and your soul 
shall live" (Isa. Iv, 3). 


23. "Btty the truth and cell it not; also 
wisdom, instruction and understanding." 
Omitting tlie word "silso," which is in 
italics, wo Team that the truth is these 
three things, or that Jesus Christ, who is 
tho truth, is the sum of all wi.sdom and 
understanding. Isa. Iv, 1, says wo can buy 
without money and without prico. Y\'o cer- 
tainly cannot in £iny seu.sG give an equiva- 
lent for what we get as wo do in ordinary 
buying and selling, but there is a giving 
ui> or laying down of our own thoughts 
ar.d opinions that He may be our wisdom 
and oar righteou.sness. 
"Lay thou thy 
treasuro iu tho dust and the Almighty 
shall bo thv treasuro" (Job xxii, 24, 25, 
K. v.). 


24. ' • Tho ûitlior of the rightoou.s shall 
greatly rejoice, and ho that begetteth a 
wi.sc child siiall have joy of him." 
Just 
as with earthly i<arcnts some children are 
a great joy and some arc a groat sorrow, so 
among the chiUlroii of God some are a joy 
to Him and otlicrs a grief. 
Wo road of 
some who "rebelled and vexed His Holy 
Spirit" (lai. Ixiii, 10), and of some wJio 
must havo th.o flesh destroyed by satan that 
the spirit may Iie^aved, and of soukí whose 
works will bo burned tip and they saved 
as by fire (I Cor. v, 5; iii, 1.5).

Thus our lesson begins and ends with the 
joy o; parents in wise chiltlreu. 
We turn

It's a very cold day wlion Palmer Davis, 
jv farmer who Uvea near Columbia, J.lo., 
iloesn't pcr-spire.

Ho goe.s about in an undcrsiiirt per- 
spiring profusely on days when other mor- 
tal.s aro wrajipcd up snugly in furs. 
To 
him winter i.^ summer.

w-eathor grows tiio inore he .sulTcr.s from 
tho heat. 
He has no fever, and tho tom- 
pei'aturo of hi.s Idood is nfjrmal. 
He per- 
sjiircs freely aud is continually mopping 
ills brow with a hanilkerchicf. 
Davis is 
iu sjilcndid health. 
Ho sleejjs well, cat.q 
with a good appetite and aids a hired 
man in feeding 50 head of hogs every 
morning before breakfa.st. 


"iily principal inconvenicnco," said Mr. 
Davis to a reporter, wiping the perspira- 
tion, mingled with snowllakes, from hi.s 
brow, "is that I am exiled from those 
about me.

Rev. T. DeWitt Talinage delivered 
the followiug- discourse 
before his 
Washington congregatioa, taking for 
his text: 
' Now it came to pass in the thirtieth j-ear. iu 
the loarth month, in the fifth tiny of the montli, 
as I w»s among iho captives by the Klver ol 
Chebar, that the hoaveas were opeued.—Eze- 
kleli.,1. 
• Ezekiel, with others, hs^ been ex- 
patriated, and while iu foi-eign slavery 
was standing on the banks of the royal 
canal which he and otlier serfs had 
been condemned to dig by the order of 
Nebuchadnezzar—this royal canal in 
the text called the Kiver oi Chebar— 
the illustriÒUs exile had visions of 
Heaven. Indeed, it is almost always 
80, that the brightest visions of Heaven 
come not to those who are oa moun- 
tain-top of prosperity, but to soma 
John oa desolate Patraos, or to some 
Paul in Mamertine dungeon, or to 
some Ezekiel, standing on the banks 
of a ditch he had been compelled to 
dig—yea, to the weary, to the heart- 
broken, to those whom sorrow h^s 
banished. 
The text i» very particular 
to give us the exact time of the visiòri. 
It was in the thirtieth year, and in the 
fourth month, and iu the fifth day of 
the mouth. 
So you havei had ^isions 
of earth you shall never f p i ^ t . 
You 
remember the year, you remèiA\ier the 
'month, you remember th^ day, you 
remember the hour. 
Why%aS we not 
have some such vision now, and it be 
in the twelfth month, and iu the sixth 
diay of the month? 
' The question- is often silently asked, 
though perhaps never audibly pro- 
pounded: «'What are our departed 
Christian friends doing now?" 
The 
^question is-more easily answered than 
you might suppose. Though there has 
come no recent intelligence from the 
Héavenly City, and v?e seem depend- 
;ent upon the stories qf 18 centuries 
ago, still I think we may fx-om strong- 
est inference decide wh^t are the pres- 
ent occupations of our transferred 
kinsfolk. After God has made a na- 
ture He never eradicates the . chief 
characteristic 
of its 
teraperament. 
,You never knew a. man saiiguine in 
temperament to become phlegmatic in 
temperament. 
Conversion plants new 
principles in the soul, but Paul and 
John are just as different from each 
other after conversisn as : they were 
' 
different from ea<ih othet r.befói'e con- 
vérsioni 
If conversion docs^ not erad- 
icate the prominent chaiàfcfyrìstìcs of 
temperament, neither 
death erad- 
icate them. 
Paul and John, are as dif-^ 
ferent from each other, in Heaven as 
they were different from! each other 
in Asia Minor. 


You have, then, only by a i^uin in 
subtraction and a sum iu, addition to 
" decide what are- the employments of 
yOlir departed -Iriends.vn the better 
•world. "You are to subtraptirot^ them 
all eartlily grossness and add all earth- 
ly goodness, and then you are to come 
to the conclusion that th«y are d9'ing 
now in Heaven what in» their ibestm^ 
ment they.did; on, earth* The reason 
sovmany people never start for Heavtón 
, is because they could'not'4sta|id it-if 
they got there if ; jt:&l>otild':tTÌrn out 
to be the rigid and fprmal' 'pl%ctj sonie 
people photograph it. We like to come 
tò church, but we virould not want to 
stay here till next summer. 
We like 
to hear the "Hallelujah Chorus," but 
wé would not want to hear it all the 
time for 50 centuries. 
It might be on 
some great occasion it would be possi- 
bly comfortable to wear a crown of 
gold weighing several pounds, but it 
would be an affliction to wear such a 
crown forevei. In other words, we 
run the descriptions of Heaven into 
the ground while we inake that which 
•was intended as especial and celebra- 
tive to be the exclusive empLo^fpaent in 
Heaven. 
You might as weJl, if asked 
to describe the habits of American so- 
ciety, describe a Decration day or a 
Fourth 
of 
Julj', or 
an 
autumnal 
Thanksgiving, as though it were all 
the time that way. 


In the first place, I remark that all 
those of our departed Christian friends 
who, on earth, found great joy in the 
line arts are now indulging their tastes 
in the same direction. 
On earth they 
had 
their 
gladdest pleasures amid 
pictures and statuary, and. in the study 
of the laws of light and sihade and 
perspective. 
Have you any idea that 
affluence of faculty at death collapsed 
and perished? Why so, when there is 
more for thein to look at and they have 
keener appreciation of the beautiful, 
nd they stand amid the very looms 
where the sunsets and the rainbows and 
the .spring mornings are woven? Are 
you so obtuse as to suppose that because 
the painter drops his easel, and the 
sculptor his chisel, and the engraver 
his knife, that therefore that taste, 
•which he was enlarging and intensi- 
fying for 40 or 50 years is entirely ob- 
literated? 
These 
artists, or these 
friends of art on 
earth, 
worked 
in coarse material 
and 
with 
im- 
perfect 
brain 
and 
with 
frail 
hand. 
Now they have carried their 
art into larger liberties and into wider 
circumferences. They are at their old 
business yet, but without the fatigues, 
without the limitations, without the 
hindrances, of the terrestrial studio. 


1 remark again, that all our depart- 
ed Christian friends who in this woi'ld 
were passionately fond of music are 
still regaling that taste in the world 
celestial. 
The Bible says so much 
about the music of Heaven that it can 
not all be figurative. Why all this talk 
about hallelujahs and choirs on the 


• glass, and trumpets and harj^s and 
.oratorios and organs? The Bible over 
and over again speaks of the songs of 
Heaven. If Heaven had no songs of its 
own a vast number of those on earth 
would have been taken up by the earth- 
ly emigrants. 
Surely the Christian at 
deatli 
does not 
lose his memory. 
Then 
there 
must 
be 
millions 
of 
souls 
in 
Heaven 
who 
know 
"Coronation" 
and 
"Antioch" 
and 
"Mount 
Fisgah" and 
"Old 
Hun- 
dred." 
The leader of 
the eternal 
orchestra need only ouce tap his baton 
'and all Heaven will be ready for the 
hallelujah. 
If Heaven should ever get 


' out of music, Tliomas Hastin^-s and 
'Lowell Mason and Bradbury would 
start up a hundred old magnificent 
chorals. 
But what with the new song 
Ithat John mentions, and the various 
idoxolotjies alluded to, and the iinpor- 
;tation of sub-luna harmonies, a Clu-is- 
itian fond of music, dying, will have jin 
abundance 
of 
regalement. 
What 
¡though the voice be gone iu death, 
what though the car be fallen in dis- 
solution, are you therefore to con- 
,elude that the spirit will have no 
ipower 
to 
make 
or catch 
svveet 
(»ounds? 
Can not tlie 
soul 
siu;;? 
llow often we compliment some ex- 
;quisite singing by baying: 
"Tlicrc was 
BO much soul 
in her 
music/' 
In 
lleaven it will bo all soul until tiie 
ibydy after awhile come.s up in the 
resurrection, and then there will be un 
additional iieaveii. 
Can not the soul 
!hear? If it can hear, then 1 cut) hear 
music. 
Do not, therefore, let it be in 
your household w.ien some member 
'leaves for Héavéi), as it is in some 
ihouseholds, that y <u close the piano 
und unstring the harp for two years 


because the. fiiigers that used to play 
them are still. 
You must remember 
that they have bettor iustrixmeuts of 
music where they arc. 
You ask me; 
"Do they 
have 
real 
harps 
and 
real trumpets 
and 
real 
organs?' 
1 do not 
know. 
Some 
vii.seaeres 
say 
po.sitivcly 
there 
arc 
no 
such things in Heaven. 
I do 
not 
know, but 1 should not be .surprisetl if 
the God who made all tlie mountains, 
and all the hills, and all the forests, 
and all tlio growths of the universe. I 
should not be surprised if He ooukl, if 
He had a mind to, uuike a few harps 
and trumpets and orgaus. 
Grand old 
Haydn, sick and worn out, was car- 
ried for the last time into the music 
hall; there he heard the oratorio of 
the "Creation." 
llistori' says that as 
the orchestr;i came to that famous 
passage, "Let there be light!'" the 
whole audience rose and cheered, and 
llui'dn waved his hand toward Heaven 
and said: "Jt comes from tlierel"' Over- 
whelmed with his own music, he was 
carried out in his chair, and as he 
came to the door 
he spread 
hiy 
|hand 
toward 
the orchestra as in 
'benediction. 
Haydn was right when 
he waved his hand toward Heaven aud 
said: "It comes from there." 
Music 
;was born in Heaven, aud it will ever 
have its liighest throne in Heaven, 
and I want you to understand that our 
departed friends who were passion- 
ately fond of music here are now at 
the headquarters of harmony. I think 
that the grand old church tunes that 
died 
when graudfathcrs died have 
gone with them, to Heaveu. 
When 
those tunes died they did not stay 
on earth, and they could not have 
been banished to perdition, and so I 
think they must be iu the eorridoi's of 
alabaster aud Lebanon cedar. 


Again, I remark that those of our de- 
parted Christian friends who in this 
world had very strong military spirit 
are now in armies celestial aud out in 
bloodless battle. 
There are hundreds 
of people born soldiers. 
They can not 
help it. 
They belong to regiments in 
time of peace. They can not liear a 
drum or a fife without trying to keep 
step to the music. They are Christians, 
and when they fight they fight on the 
right side. 
Now,. when these, our 
Christian friends, who had natural and 
powerful spirit, entered Heaven, they 
entered the celestial army. 
The door 
of Heaven scarcely qpens but you 
hear 
a 
military 
demonstration. 
David cried out: 
"The chariots of 
God are 
20,000." 
Eiisha saw 
the 
moun,tains filled with celestial cav- 
ulry. 
St. John said: 
"The armies 
which are in Heaveu followed Him on 
white horses." Now, when those who 
had the military spirit on earth sancti- 
fed entered glory, I suppose they 
right away enlisted in some heavenly 
campaign; 
they 
volunteered 
right 
away. There must needs be in Heaven 
soldiers with a soldierly spi^rit. Tiiere 
are grand parade days when the King 
reviews the troops. 
There must be 
armed escort sent out to bring up 
from earth to Heaven those who were 
more than conquerors. 
There must be 
crusaders evei* fitted out for some part 
of God's dominion—battle, bloodless, 
groanless, painless. 
Ancrels of evil to 
be fought down and foujrht out. 
Oth- 
er rebellious worlds to be conquered. 
Worlds to be put to the torch. Worlds 
to be saved. Worlds to be demolished. 
Worlds to be sunk. 
Worlds to be 
hoisted. Beside that in our own world 
there are battles for the right aud 
against the wrong where we must have 
the heavenly military. 
That is what 
keeps Christian reformers so buoyant. 


But what are our 
matlicmatie.al 
friends to do in the next world? They 
found their 
joy 
and 
delight 
in 
mathematics. 
There was more poetry 
to them in Euclid than in John Milton. 
They were as passionately 
fond of 
mathematics as Plato, who wrote over 
his door: "Let no one enter here w!u) is 
not acquainted with geometry." What 
are they doing now? 
They are busy 
with figures yet. 
No place in all the 
universe like Heaven forfigures. Num- 
bers infinite, distances ihfinite, cal- 
culations infinite. 
If they want them, 
arithmetics, and algebras, aud geome- 
tries, and,trigonometries, for all eter- 
nity! What magnitudes to measure, 
what diameters, what circumferences, 
what 
triangles, 
what 
quaternions, 
epicycloids, 
what 
parallelograms, 
what conic sections! The didactic Dr. 
Dick said he really thought that the 
i-edeemed in lleaven spent seme oi 
their time with the higher brauches 
of 
mathmatics. 
So 
of 
our 
ti-ans- 
ferred and 
transported 
metaphysi- 
cians. What 
are 
they doing now? 
Studying the human mind, only un- 
der better circumstances than they 
used to study it. 
They used to study 
the mind sheatheci in the dull human 
body. Now the spii-it unsheathed— 
now they are studyinpr the sword but- 
side the scabbaz'd. Have you any doubt 
about what Sir William Iliimilton is 
doing in Heaven,tor what Jonathan 
Edwards is doing in Heaven, or the 
multitudes on earth who had a passion 
for metaphysics sanctified by the grace 
of God? No difficulty in guessini;-. 
Metaphysics, 
glorious 
metaphysics, 
everlasting metaphysics. 


What are our departed 
Ciiristian 
friends who are exploi-ers doing now? 
Exploi'ing yet, but %vith lightniug lo- 
comotion, with vision microscopic and 
telescopic at the same time. 
A- conti- 
nent at a glance. A world in a second. 
A planetary system iu a day. 
Chri.s- 
tian John Franklin no more in disabled 
Erebus pushing toward 
the 
nortli 
pole; Christian Ue Long no more try- 
ing to free blockaded Jeannette from 
the ice; Ciiristian Livingstone no more, 
amid African malarias, trying to make 
revelations of a dark continent, but all 
of them in the twinkling of an ey« 
taking in that which was once unap- 
proachable. 
Mont Blanc scaled with- 
out alpenstock. 
The coral depths of 
the ocean explored without a diving- 
bell. 
The mountains unbarred aud 
opened without Sir Humphrey Davy's, 
safety lamp. 


What are our departed friends who 
found their chief joy in study doing 
now? 
Studying yet, but instead of a 
few 
thousand 
volumes 
on a few 
shelves, all the volumes of the uni- 
verse open before them—geolof^'-ic, or- 
nithologic, couchologic, botanic, as- 
tronomic, philosophic. 
No more need 
of Leyden jars, or voltaic piles, or 
electric batteries, standing as they do 
face to face with the facts of the uni- 
verse. 


What are the historians doing now? 
Studying history yet, but not the his- 
tory of a few centuries of our planet 
only, but the history of the etcruitii's 
—whole millcnniiiins before Xenophoii, 
or Herodotus, or Moses, or Adam, was 
born. 
History of one world. 
Hi.-itory 
of all worlds. 
Wiiat are our departed 
astonomers doing? Stiulyiiig astron- 
omy yet, but not through the dull lens 
of earthly 
ob.-iervatory, 
but 
with 
one stroke of 
wing 
going 
right 
out 
to 
Jupiter, 
and 
Mars, 
and 
Mcrcur\% 
and 
Saturn, 
aud 
Orion aud the Pleiades—overtaking 
aud passing the swiftest comet in 
their ilight. Dllerschel died a L'hris- 
tiau. 
Have you any doubt ;iOot:t what 
Herschel is doing? Isaac Ni wtou died 
a Ciiristian. 
Have you any lioubt 
about wiiiit Isaac iS'ewtou i.s doing? 
Joseph Heni-y died a Chrislian. 
Have 
you any doubt about what" Joseph 
Henry is doing? They were i.u <!ia- 
cnssion, all 
these 
a.stronomers o£ 
earth, about v/hat the aurora borealis 
was, and none of them could guess. 
They know now; they have been out 
there to see for themselves. 


What are our departed 
Christian 
chemists doing? 
Following out their 
own scieiico, following out and follow- 
iug out forever. 
Since thev died they 
have .solved 10,000 qiie.stions which 
puzzled the i.'arthly laboratory. 
Thoy 
staiul on the other side of the thin 
wall that seems to divide the physical 
from tho spiritual world, the thin wall 
of electricity; so thin the wall that 
ever and anon it seems to be ahunsi 
broken through—broken through from 
one side 
by telephonic 
aud 
telO' 
graphic apparatus, 
broken 
through 
from the other side by sLraage iuflu- 
ences which men iu their ip[-norauc6 
call spiritualistic manifestations. 
All 
that matter cleared up. 
They laugh- 
ing at us as other brothers will laugh 
at inexperienced brothers as they see 
us with 
contracting 
brow e.vperi- 
mcnting, only wishing they could show 
us the way to open all the mysteries. 


But what are the mou of the law 
who in this world found their chief 
joj' in the legal profession—what are 
they doing now? Studying law in a 
universe where everything 
is con- 
trolled by law from the flight of hum- 
ming-bird to flight of world—law, not 
dry aud hard and drudging, but right- 
eous, and 
maffniticent law, 
before 
which man, and cherub, and seraph, 
and archangel, and God Himself bow. 
The chain of law long enough to wind 
around the immensities, and infinity, 
and eternity. 
Chain of law. 
What a 
place to study law, where all the links 
of the chain are in the hand! 


What are our departed Christians 
friends who in this world ha.l their 
joy in the healing art doing now? 
Busy at their old business. 
No sick-

prohibiting the sale of 
intoxicating 
liquors on his estate, and this area, 
which now covers more than half the 
township of To.\teth aud the whole of 
the parliamentary division of Hast Tox- 
eth, is entirely under prohibition. Two 
hundred streets, 12,000 houses and GO,- 
'h'.iO people without public house in their 
uiidstl The results oi this have been re- 
i:uukable. 
In tlie prohibition area in 
1S91 the death rate was iu sotne dis- 
tricts as low as ten to twelve per thou- 
B;u'.d, anu in others 14; in the area out- 
side, in which public houses aliound, 
the death rate was -11 ¡;cr thousand. 
The typhu.s and ty[diold fever map, pub- 
lished by the health ofiicer of Liverpool, 
closely' corresponds Nvitli the map show- 
i!!,;.; the number oi publie houses in the 
Hajne locality. 
Mnc-tent^¡s of the ap- 
l^lications for parish relief come from 
tlic district where public houses and 
typhus prevail."

REWARDS OF OBEDIENCE. 


Fiom Slaveiioin to Noblo Manhood—Tho 
IIouHe l^ijoii a Koc.-k. 


The Scripturcs do not seek to deter 
nsen from evil ways simply by ¡jointing 
out the c'onse(pien-.v's ot" u i\';ng doing; 
they present t heiiiost attractive pictures 
of tiie righteous life, its inn<'r conteut- 
n)ent, its enlargement of every power, 
and its success, viewi d in the lowei-and 
higher relations. 
It is easier for the 
j)rophet to warn than to incite, and this 
jnobably is the reason why so many 
rpjier.ls to a better life are stronger in 
tiieir 
ehnracteri/.atioii tif the eonse- 
fiueuees of evil than in their prcsenta- 
t ;on~ of the possibilities of the righteous 
life. It is a distinciMve note of the best 
modern prencliiuii' ;iud religious teach- 
ing that, while it does not lose sight of 
^vlmt it is from which Christ saves men, 
it })laccs increa.sed emphasis upon what 
it is to which Christ saves them. We 
have come to see that sahation does not 
mean sim[)ly an act of emancipation, 
which strikes off the shackles from the 
.slave, but that it means the inner trans- 
formation 
of the slave into a noble 
man hood. 


The spirit of trust in Cod is a re.sultof 
obedience. This is a truth we are often 
tempted to lose sight of. To trust God, 
in some aspects of it, does not look diifl- 
cult, but practically the spirit which is 
willing to i)Ui life and all its interests in- 
His keeping, and peacefully rest in His 
ordering, is one of the finest fruits of 
spiritual experience. 
And this spirit 
come? to us, not by argtting otirselves 
into the conviction that we ought to 
trust Hira, nor by resolving" that we 
will trust Him, but by^ obecTience to the 
will of God as it is revealed to us. With 
the obedience conies the inner illumin- 
ation, and the restfulnevss and peace of 
faith. The experience of the %-ast ma- 
jority of Christians will confirm the 
statement that faith was born in their 
hearts in the act of obedience. "As they 
v ent they were healed" is .a parable of 
the inner life. And there is hardly any 
leward of righteousness that is more 
rich and satisfying than just the s p i r i t 
cf trustful confidence in God. 


It is quite in consonance with the 
spirit of the Old Testament that ma- 
terial prosperity should be viewed as 
one of the distinctive rewards of right- 
eousness. 
It is often said that pros- 
[lerity is the reward of the Old Testa- 
ment, but adversity of the New, That 
is only a half-truth. The principles of 
CJod's government have not changed in 
the new revelation. The adversities of 
the righteous, to which the New Testa- 
ment constantly alludes, are generally 
connected with persecution 
of 
the 
faith. It is the evil in human hearts 
and not the nature of things that often 
makes the path of the good a hard otte. 
But it is as true now as it ever has been 
that righteousness tends to material 
success. 
Con.scientious 
faithfulnes.s, 
scrupulous integrity, industry and skill, 
v. hich obedience to God implies, are the 
very conditions of success. "One can- 
not do business to-day honestly and 
succeed," said one merchant 
to an- 
other. 
"I'ou cannot do business dis- 
honestly and not fail," was the reply. 
And the general experience of men con- 
firms the truth of the answer. The dis- 
honesty that apparently succeeds is 
never avowed. 
It masks itself in the 
garments of integrity. Its only possi- 
ble chance of success is by assuming to 
be what it is not. 


"The acquirement of it is better than 
the possession of silver, and the gain 
thereof than fine gold." Character is 
the precious thing in human life that 
gives it strength ancl beauty and no- 
bility, and it comes from the habit of 
obedience to God as directly as 
the 
athlete's vigor comos from daily exer- 
cise, or the disciplined mind from men- 
ial drill and study. 


Look wherever we will, the men to 
whom their fellows turn in times of 
trial, when everything seems uncertain 
and unsatisfying, are the men of char- 
ficter whose lives have been enriched 
nnd enlarged by the habit of daily obe- 
dience to the law of God. We feel that 
they alone have "wisdom," and 
that 
they alone have wrought Into their per- 
sonal lives soiiiething of the strength 
and permanence and grandeur of the 
eternal law of God. As Jesus said, such 
men build their houses "upon a rock." 
—Boston Watchman.

Kini» Monelek (if Aby.-sinia is the only 
bla(!k ruler v.-ho ever gained a decisive 
and la.-ítiiií^ victi^ry over a white nation. 
The story nf lunv ho thoroughly whipped 
tlje Italian army whicli was sent to take 
pns.=:c.s--,i()n of his country has coma to us 
in driblet.s over tho cable; but until re- 
cently the world know very little about 
this negro potentate of tho heart of Africa. 


As may bo imagined, this swarthy inon- 
arcii is no ordinary black. If his claims of 
ancient lineage are good, and if there is 
anything in iieredity, ho is better fitted to 
wear a crown than any other ruler in the 
world, for he asserts—and ancicnt legends 
of Ahyssin.ia bear him out in his assertion 
—that iio is directly descended from tho 
gro.iti King .Solomon, J udiea's wisest ruler. 


The legend has it that tho son who was 
horn to the queen of Sheba after her visit 
to Solomon was named ISIenelek and was 
tho iir.st ruler of Ethiopia to bear that name. 
The present Menolck is tlie second. Ac- 
cording to the tradition, the first Menelek 
went to .Terusalem when he was 25 years 
old and vi"as crowned king of Ethiopia in 
Solomon's tample. His de.scondants form- 
ed the long line of kings who have ever 
since sat on tho throne of Abyssinia. It is 
also claimed that the queen of Sheba 
brought back in her train the flower cf the 
tribo of Judah, incorporating new Ijlood 
into her nation and m.Tking it,superior to 
that of her neighbors both in brains and 
physique. It is a plausible story and is firm- 
ly believed by the Abyssiuians." It fits in 
with biblical history too. Ono thing is cer- 
tain, and that is that tho Abyssiuians are 
far superior to all other Africans and in 
conquering the Italians havo shown that 
they are entitled to a certain amount of re- 
spect from white nations. 


King Meuelck, although a negro, is no 
savage. Ho is of i-oyal parentage, and 
there is an interestint» romance connected 
with his birth. 
Wht?i King. Haelou was 
ruler of Shoa, ho was told ono day that a 
woman of striking bcciuty was begging al¡ 
the palace doors. Now Haelou had an eye 
for r-Tctty women, c,r.d he sent for her, Sh6 
proved to bo beautiful indeed, and he 
promptly offered her a place in his harem. 
A boy was horn to her, but the crafty 
Haelou said he would not rccognize him as 
his son unless he looked like himself. For- 
tunately for tho boy ho grew up the living 
image of Haelou, whq called him Menelek 
and named him as hia .succe.isor. 


No Eooncr had ho become king of Shoa 
than ho began to lay plans for becoming 
ruler of «11 Abyssinia. As king of Shoa

ho had become so rich and powerful that it 
is probable his plans vyero suspected by 
Emperor Theodore. As a ypung man ha 
had quite an exciting time of it in the part 
ho played in Abyssinian politics. Ho was 
alternately called to,court and banished by 
tho emperor, but. whether at the capital or 
in retirement he managed to lay plenty of 
wires, so that VT^^hen the time came, years 
after, he becanie the successor of King 
John, who had in the meantime succeeded 
Theodore as emperor. 


While these events were occurring he 
had managed to take part in as pretty a 
little romance as could be found anywhere. 
While ho was a prince ho had met and 
loved his pretty cousin, Princess Taoti, 
while both were in banishment. In the 
course of the exciting. events which fol- 
lowed he had lost eight, of her, 
Taoti was 
not idlo, and before sho met Menelek 
again, which was not for a dozen years or 
more, she had incidentally married no less 
than five husbands, most of whom had 
been killed in various ways. 
Taoti was a 
grass widow of pronounced stripe when 
she next mat Menelek, who had become a 
rich and povrerful king. His old love "was 
ravived, and he welcomed Taoti Mith open 
arms. 
Tofana, his queen, objected, but 
ho promptly divorced her, and sho died 
soon after with suspicious suddenness. 


Since Menelek became emperor or negus 
of Abyssinia in 1889 the nation has played 
a much more important part in the affairs 
of the world than ever before! In advanc- 
ing civilization King Menelek has done 
not a little, but his progre.ss has been nec- 
essarily slow, for the Abyssiuians are hardy 
mountaineers, whose wants are few and 
whoso habits of life are simple. They have 
no arts, manufactures or ferade-s. Pastoral 
aud agricultural labors form their only 
peaceful employment. 
Their towns are 
merely collections of flimsily builfc huts, 
and thoir architects favor tho uso of mud 
.rather than wood and stoco. 


King Menelek, however, is very fond of 
machinery, and has spoiled more than a 
dozen watches in trying to "seethe wheels 
go round." In 1879 he imported some 
Swiss machinists and masons into his 
kingdom for the purpose of building somo 
stoua houses and public works. The Abys- 
siuians watched tho Swi-ss with silent 
wonder, but could not be induced to do 
any work themselves until King Menelek 
put aside his robos of state—consisting, by 
the way, of white cotton cloth and black 
leopard skins—-¿iud shamed tiiom into as- 
sisting hy working himself. At this pe- 
riod a bridgo was built, the onlj- ono in 
the kingdom today, but it was a long timo 
before even the king dared, to cross it. 
There was something of a bonin in build- 
ing in Shoa at the time, but after tiie Eu- 
ropeans le'ft; things dropped back into tho 
old rut, and there arc no liou.se.i iu tho 
country today which might not bo rebuilt 
iu a «lay or so with a few rushes and 
plenty of mud.

A Dftrins Feat That Made » Worldwide 
Seusatioa Thlrty-sIx Years Ago—Sensa- 
tions Willie Swaying In Midair—Almost 
Wrecked by Treachery. 


Harry M. ColcorU, tho man who was 
tJirioe carried hy Blandiu on his back across 
Kiagara falls on a light rope, is now living 
In Chicago, 
In describing his experience 
to a nnmtjeroi friends recently Mr. Coloo;J 
Baid: 


"lb took US nearly five raonths to sttetch 
the rope aii^ get tho guy lines In place. 
Tbn ropa was 250 feet above water at its

lowesè point, whicil was 50 feet below the 
hlghést—in other words, there was a grade 
of 50 feet in each 1,000 feet. 


"Meantime Blondin had coached me as 
to \fhat I should do. 
I was to put my 
weight on his shoulders only with my 
arms and clasp his body about with my 
legs. 
But'I could not put my weight on 
hla iégsï as thSt would incumber his move- 
ment^ 
I hnd to keep all my weight on 
his shoulder!:. 


"in July, 1860, everything being ready, 
I took my place on Blondin's back, and 
we attot^d; to^oss the rope. We began the 
descent from the Canadian side of the rope, 
and) by reason of tlie fact ¿hat I had to 
beatVmy. weight on Blondin's shoulders 
and 'could only use my arms to support 
myself, freqr.ent, rests were necessary. 
I 
told Blondin when I w^mted to rest and 
thctt^tfrqpped down on the rope on one foot 
and Waited till my arms were relieved, 
when.I would spring up asrain, using my 
arms, to life and hold myself in placée. 
There was a great crowd present, but I did 
not ice j^ atilTst. From my place on Blon- 
din's back I could look out to tl«e Ameri- 
can side and ?ee below tho stunted pines 
thif5§|tfâig"^hQiï siiarp points up from the 
edgH'èf Wó foaming, roaring waters ready 
to splitps jn two if we fell. 


•ilfTtoéH'^tìr that I was anxious to get 
ovet. iuid Ikrecall, too, that the great rope 
before us awung alarmingly from side to 
side'.' We af^-efward ascertained that the 
rope iind been swinging 40 feet at the cen- 
ten The swing was caused by there being 
a length of 40> feet between the guys on 
one side and'those on the other. 
It was 
the iniddle span. Below us S50 feet roared 
the river, and over it we swung from side 
fo side. Still moving on steadily, Blondin 
«ever trembled. 
When he had gone about 
30'feet on this middle span, some one nn 
the American side pulled the outer guy 
line. 
We afterward found out that it was 
done intentionally, and the rope was stop- 
ped 'in its swing. 


,'^ Blondin stopped and his pole went from 
sldeittJ side in a vain effort to enable him 
to' Secure • hi 1 balance. 
At one time his 
pole was up and down on the right side, 
at anotlier tip and down on the left, and I 
recali iiow with wonder that I was onlf 
curious to know whether ho would succeed 
in gaining control of himself or not. Fail- 
ing, to get lila balance he starteti to run 
acrosiî,,..tlie Iiorlflble span and in safety 
reached the ndint where the guy rope came 
from the Auierican shore. Then to steady 
hiiDSelf Blondin put his foot on the guy 
ropjj and tried to stop, but the guy snap- 
ped iiud with a dash of speed he ran swift- 
ly 'jo or 30 feet farther, and said, 'De- 
ficeijdez voiis, ' 


"The per.spiration now stood out on his 
neck and shoulders in great beads, and we 
balanccid. jourselves on the swaying rope.s. 
Presently he said 'Allons,' and I raised 
my.'iclf to his shoulders and we went on 
Bafel;f^ ^nd without accident toward thi 
shore. 
It was not, however, until we 
lauded thatrl appreciated what had been 
douev ïifîîii fit? occurred to lue that the 
• iuajf 
ipuiled^ the guy line was one of 
thoì^WJiò tìaìì Îiët that the feat could nev- 
er be accomplished, and my indignation 
mastered any reactionary feeling of fear.

Ho\r It Feels Up Near the Crater In the 
DIonth of August. 


Late in t h e afternoon v»'g selected 
a level place near a bank of .snow at 
an elevation of about 9,500 feet, and, 
gathering a few logs of dead pines, 
we m a d e a rousing tire, a n d a t night- 
fall unrolled our heavy California 
blankets, sleeping nearer t h e 
stars 
than I ever had before. 
I t w a s a 
clear, cold night. 
The w a t e r froze 
nearly an inch thick, and at 6:15 the 
next morning, when we began oui 
ascent of t h e crater, t h e thermome- 
ter was 25 degrees F. 


We rode our horses for an 
hour 
until we came to t h e foot of the ash 
cone, and by 8:45 were on t h e sum- 
mit of the crater. 
T h e view in the 
clear atmosphere was indeed a wide 
ono. 
F a r to t h e n o r t h w e s t was 
t h e 
Siskiyou r a n g e and. Pilate's Knob, 
and to 
the west tho jagged, saw 
toothed, snow peaks of t h e Salmon 
m o u n t a i n s ; 50 miles southward was 
the snow clad solitary Lassens jieak, 
12,000 
feet 
high, 
while 
K l a m a t h 
lakes and the lava beds, t h e seat of 
the late Modoc war, lay to t h e north- 
eastward. 


The scene was a wild one within 
the great crater, whose n a r r o w edge 
is formed of sharp, jagged 
peaks 
and pinnacles. Broad, almost unbro- 
ken snowfields extended from 
the 
edge down for 1,000 feet. 
A t 
the 
bottom were two frozen lakes like 
sheets of glass. 
The crater was ex- 
tinct, no signs of steam or of re- 
cent eruptions meeting the eye. We 
were told t h a t on t h e s u m m i t of t h e 
cone there is a hot stoam vent, the 
last dying embers of past volcanic 
action. Mr. Sissons, while guiding a 
traveler to tho sammifc, was once 
beltited and had to spejid t h e night 
there and saved t h e lives of 
him- 
self and hid 
companion by 
lying 
close to the steam vent, the steam 
passii]g u p through 
the snow. 
On 
their descent they slid down 
over 
tho snowiiolds of the s u m m i t to the 
lava beds below. 


Tho outlet of the crater, or jjoint 
of overflow at the last eruption, was 
on tho we.stern side, where 
small 
niassc;i of black obsidian and white 
incrustations of lime woro observed.
